[■ THAT OTHER BANDS RAVE YOU BEEN IN ? 

I Darren the drummer has been in a band called Rocks who he's now practising 
I with again as a second band.I think they're Just gonna record a single and 
■play a few gigs and that's it. 

Kevin and Randy were in a hand out in the suburbs 
I where they were originally from called the Toothbrush Family. I don't think 
I they ever got passed the practise stage.And i was singing in the first 
■version of this band at the beginning of'84 that never worked out,it turned 
■into a sort of sub heavy metal type band.I thought the only way i was able 
| to start a band like this was to learn the guitar.Two months after,i Joined 
i band called the Bedspreads,played with them for about 8 or 9 months. 

Once Darren and i heard that Youth Brigade were coming 
lout we realized there were no bands playing that sort of music in Sydney 

■ and that was the incentive to start M. A and we started half way through 
■September last year i think. 

I THAT GOES ON TO Ti:E NEXT ONE.THY DID THE BAND FORM ? 

I Yell yeah.It took about a year and a half to get going. Trying to find the 
■people was the hard part coz 1 originally tried to start it at the beginning 
I of'84 but there was no one around that was interested.I remember advertising 
■in all the shops but no one was interested in being in a band playing this 

■ sort of music at that stage.

Look.it is true that here in Lima,capital of Peru,we have alot of 
problems with immigrants that come to Lima Searching for a better 
way of life.The last government was right-wing and they didn't care 
about the inhabitants of the"Barrios"(sub working class suburbs out¬ 
side of Lima).Now the new government is a bit left-wing and they are 
doing things better.But in the end they need to be tougher against the 
capitalists and also against the western banks.

IS TRUE ? 

Perhaps,us,South Americans are indecisive but i don't think that's the 
main problem.The main problem is that the middle class(which i belong) 
and the upper class are still pressing the working class.The middle 
and upper class are formed by mixed people(Mestizos)or whites and to 
be honest there's a little of racism against the pure Indians.Not like 
South Africa of course but it is sort of like in Italy where the 
Northern dislike the southern. 

The middle and tfpper classes are pro USA as well 
as the military and ali the rich people support.right-wing.That's why 
when a socialist govemmentassumes power all the Burgeoise get scared 
because their capitalist interests-are in danger.So they call the * ' 
military to make a plot against the government. 

WHY DO YOU THINK TEE INCA INDIANS MANAGED TO LIVE SUCCESSFULLY AND 

TODAY'S pert; cannot ? 

The Inca Indians were bloody clever.They had to manage with a very 
difficult but exciting landscape and they did it alone without 
European help.The problem is that when the Spainish came to conouer 
they destroyed the Inca culturewhich was like the British writer 
Prescott said'an advanced way of socialism•.They put instead a 
capitalist,racist system exploiting the Indians by looking for gold 
for the Spainish kingdom. 

Happily the eons of Spainish people boro in Peru 
realized that being independent was better and they fought the Spainish 
crown.But when Peru became independent the sons of spainish people 
began to exploit the Indians and a new form of colonialism and 
capitalism liappenend. This divided the country a*.d made things difficult 
Now things are improving happily,it's alow,but still improving. 

LIVING IN THE CITY . DO YOU KNOTT WHAT HAPPENS OUT IN THE COUNTRY ? 
Starvation and poverty exist in Peru because Peruvian burgeoise and 
snotty uppity kids don't care about working class and poor farmers 
living in the Andean landscape.We know what happens in other parts of 
Peru but us middle class people don't know what it's like living as a 
poor Peruvian peasent in the Andes. 

WHAT ABOUT LIMA ? 

Lima is a city of seven million and one of the fastest growing cities 
in Latin America.lt is a cosmopolitan,there are alot of Germans and' 
many French and Canadians here.Sometimes they come looking for drugs 
but find perhaps the most exciting and mysterious land in South 
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We don't have many British they prefer to go to boring countrJ.es like 
Argentina and Chile which are ripping off everything we have in Perji. 
But i hope we will have more young British visitors here.In Lima is 
the only place in Latin America where Siouxsie or Ian McCullough are 
quite famous,despite there are no Peruvian editions of their records. 

Fernando is in Feudales a post-punk type band but he was also in *r-. 
earlier Punk style bands as featured on my comp tape.There are about 
four tapes available from Fernando.Here are some music questions. 


ARB THERE MANY BANDS ? WHAT STYLES OF y 


Yes there are many bands and concerts.iatyies,post-punk,American hardcore 
they imitate Californian trash e.g Ataque Frontal,C-3,Descontrol.Also 
•78 punk style,Leuzemia.And many mcrbe styles. 

WHAT ARB YOUR LYRICS ABOUT ? BO THE GOVERNMENT HAVE ANY CONTROL ON WHAT 

YOU SING ■? 

They're about my personal life about what i can see in my own town. 

The government don't care about bands like Feudales. 

But when i was in Narcosis there were a wee bit of problems.But the 
government don't control what i do or sing. 

ARE THERE BANDS IN OTHER CITIES ? 

There are bands in other towns but they are not trendy. Only in L.ma we 
know bands like Cocteau twins,Jesus and Mary chain,Shop assistants etc. 

DO BANDS FROM OTHER COUNTRIES VISIT PERU ? 

There are bands that visit Peru especially from Argentina but they are 
worse than Madonna or Van Halen.There are also bands from chile and 
Colombia etc but they are a load of crap.Only ih Brazil produce good 
music.But happily in Peru we know more than on other Latin American 
countries about British or Spainish music.Not alot of people but . 
there's a big group of us who are always looking for superb bands on 
the British scene. 

Here you can find places like the"No Nelden"club which 
is similar to the"IOO club".We have all this because there are alot of 
German youth coming here and they exchange with us,native misic.We are 
waiting more British youth coming here.You can find several styles from 
h/c to C-othic,from Punk to political music like Billy Bragg. 

ARE THERE ANY FINAL COMMENTS ? 

We hope if people like Siouxsie or Cure,Felt etc could come here.We 
have theatres and places where they could play. We'll be very happy 
if they can come here Peru is not as fascist as the USA and is 
especially good for independant bands.

■but as long as they have enough food themselves they won't bother to care. 
I HOW IS PUNK PROGRESSING IN NORWAY?WHAT BANDS DO YOU RECOMMEND ? 

I There's not many people who are into fast h/c here.But lately there's 
I alot of people turning raetal(WATCK OUT FOR RUST.'.'ed)listening to these 
I rockstar bands.Even supporting them by buying records and paying 12 to 
I get into their gigs.This is in my opinion one step backwards. 

1 Good bands are Angor Wat and Bam av Regnbuen. 

I Angor Wat have an l.p out on C.O. R records and Bam av Regnbuen have a 

■ 9 track e.p out on X-port records. 

■ WHAT KAFKA PROSESS MATERIAL IS AV AILABLE7WKAT IS BEING PLANKED ? 

I We have one track on the"Na Eller Aldrig"comp e.p on X-port records(sold 
■out).In October we'll have a split l.p out together with Disorder on 
■their label.In November we'll record a 7" e.p which will be out on 
I X-port records. 

IwPAT DO YOU DO OUTSIDE T.-.E BAl.D ? 

I At the moment we are all working.Some of us play In other bands. I'm doing 
I the X-port label and we're all working with gigs we set up at Blitz the 
■youth house here in Oslo. 

I do you have national army service ?hqw can you avoid doing it ? 

I yes we do have but none of the band members have done it ana won't 
leither.lt seems like they don't want punx in the army.If we Just say we're 
I taking drugs or using to much alcohol they usually let us free. If you 
■just refuse they give you 12 months civil service but thtt means we have 
I to work one year for the government for free.If you also refuse that 
■they'll give you one year in jail.But as i said it is n ot ver y hard to 
■get away from it if you just act a bit mad.

Before i had heard Minor Threat i used to 
think i was the only person that didn't like to drink or smoke.Then 
t^StialS heir a bald sing about staying straight was so reassuring 
and inspirLig,to know you're not alone.So special thanks to Ian and 
Minor Threat for being there at the right time.

When people call and 
wanna visit our store or see our 
warehouse or some shit like that. 
We're a very fuckin'grassroots 
organization and i like to keep it 
that way.I like the homegrown 
aspects.This is what we do end i 
like the way we do it,we don't play 
by big rules,we don't do list price 
we don't play by business rules. 

We put out records and get them out 
at a fair enough price. 

(Goes on to talk about distribution 
money etc.). 

Talking about the D. C scene then. 
WHAT CAN YOU SEE AS BEING TEE 
WORSE THING HAPPENING ? 


Yeah,i consider myself a punk, 
that's what i am, it's a way of life. 
I don't associate or identify with 
the hardcore scene - that i don't 
know about.I don't consider myself 
a hardcore or whatever.I think 
that it has lost alot of value, 
alot of its meaning. Not the music 
itself but just the associating 
and titlellng of it has made it 
cheap. 

hOW LONG HAS DISCHORD BEEN GOING ? 


We celebrated our fifth anniversary 
in December,so five and a half 
years. 

rtRAT MADE YOU WANNA START THEJLABEL? 


Cos we had a tape,we had the money 
and decided we wanna put it out 
and everyone said we couldn't,so 
we said'fuck you‘and we did it. 

We wanted to start a 
label cos - by the time came out 
Youth Brigade,S. 0. A,and Minor Threat 
had all fonned.We all formed Dec'80 
and the record came out Jan'81.So 
the moment that came out everyone 
else wanted to put out a record, 
and we eaid’Puck let's start our 
own label and put out our own 
records. 

DID YOU EVER THINK IT WOULD GET TO 
THE STAGE IT HAS NOW.NOT SO MUCH 
HOW MANY RECORDS YOU'VE PUT OUT 
BUT THE RECOGNITION THAT YOU'RE 
ONE OF TKEFEW,IF ONLY,SINCERE

I don't know. It •••*-• just seems to 
me that was the way it's suppossed 
to be.So i just did it. I don't 
realize anything like that.It 
surprises me when somebody thinks 
we're something big. 


I'd say the shift to the right is 
pretty nasty. 

WHAT,DO YOU MEAN LIKE THINKS TEAT 
ARE GOING ON IN NEW YORK ? 


No,just sort of the disregard for 
human life.I mean there's been 
alot of murder and violence or 
brutality just in the name of punk 
or skin or whatever.I just hate to 
see people getting hurt one way or 
the other.That's pretty stinky. 

I also say that the 
cheapening of the whole thing.oust 
makihg it into another form of 
rock and roll,that's pretty 
disturbing to me. 

DOSS IT SURPRISE YOU HOW PEOPLE 
ACCEPT ALL THAT SO EASILY ? 


No.I consider most people to be, 
not so much stupid,but more often 
than not,not willing to go out on 
a limb and much more willing just 
to follow. 

I can't blame people cos it 
tough.You don't wanna be uncomfort- 
-able,you don't wanna be alienated, 
you wanna belong so they go with 
what's happening.So no it doesn't 
suiprise me.
